February 5, 1916 - October 11, 2013 


It is with great sadness that we announce Paul’s passing 
on October 11th, 2013 in Birchwood Terrace Nursing 
Home far from his beloved home of over 60 years in 
Longlac, yet closer to his immediate family in Kenora. 
Dad had a long and fulfilling life till the last six months 
when his pain and suffering began in earnest. He was 
known and adored by many as a loving and proud 
husband to wife Agnes of 62 years — his Moesch or ‘ma 
p tite grise’ — father to Doris (Gordon Taylor) and 
Norman (Paivi), Opa to Maxine and Nigel Mengelberg, 
Ohm (Onkel) Paul to nieces and nephews in Germany. 
He cared for, and saw the merits and potentials in all of 
them. Dad’s colourful and long life began in Koeln- 
Kalk, Germany. He was serving in the German navy 
when World War II broke out, and as a submariner was 
captured in the English Channel.

Dad got his diesel mechanic qual- 
ifications, and worked for Kimberley Clark of Canada 
till retirement. After retirement he spent a few years 
working with the OPP. He was loved by everyone for 
his quick wit, captivating stories, and his warmth and 
humour, which were graciously reciprocated.

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North East Ontario Regional Directors Report for November, 2013 


I firstly want to congratulate and welcome Rod Hardman, VE3HRF as the Director elect for Ontario 
South and I look forward to working with him. https://www.rac.ca/en/news/bulletins/2013/32/ 
Since my last report Bob Sharp, VA3QV stepped up and asked a question on his blog, which was, 
“What does RAC do for Canadian Amateurs who are not members of RAC?” Here is a response to that 
C question. Next month I’Il mention what extra benefits RAC members get. Thanks Bob. Check out his 
blog at: http://va3qv.wordpress.com/ 


RAC obtained a 5 year extension for Distracted Driving for all Ontario Amateurs. 


RAC reorganised Ontario in to 4 ARES sections and have Section Managers active in all of 
them improving our ability to respond to requests from Municipal, Provincial, Federal authorities and NGO’s 
anywhere in Ontario. 


We lobbied IC and have a pending new allocation at 472 to 479 kHz. 


We were asked and delivered an update to the Industry Canada (IC) question bank in both official languages 
making it clearer for new Amateurs across Canada. 


RAC Field Organisation met with Industry Canada in Ottawa to develop strategies on Emergency Prepared- 
ness. 


We announced 4 scholarships of $2000 total to young Canadian Amateurs. 
RAC volunteers manage RAC Contests with participants from both Canadian and International Amateurs. 
We are back at Dayton for the last 3 years after a 10 year hiatus representing Canadian Amateurs to the world. 


We have been actively involved with IC in assisting communities understand the new Antenna Regulations 
assisting all Canadian Amateurs. 


At least once a year members of RAC meet with IC on a one on one basis at the Canadian Amateur Radio Ad- 
visory Board (CARAB) to discuss issues pertaining to Canadian Amateurs. 


We are members of The Radio Advisory Board of Canada (RABC), consisting of Canadian Spectrum users 
including, Broadcasters, Private Commercial users, RCMP, Cable TV users and many others who want access 
to spectrum in Canada, our purpose is to protect and expand spectrum for all Amateurs in Canada. 


I am particularly frustrated that we have not yet obtained 60 M for all Canadian Amateurs. I and other mem- 
bers of RAC have done a lot of work and meetings with IC. We are waiting for the Ministers signature and we 
can’t make him do it, so we wait. It’s annoying. 


Going to Europe? You need a CEPT certificate to operate and IC has appointed RAC to issue it for all Cana- 
dian Amateurs. Call the office to obtain yours.
